Tho political polyscope scans 
a rather obscure horizon this 
week. The most momentous thing 
it discovers is a continued lack of 
interest in the forthcoming city 
election. Next week Friday is 
the time limit for the filing of 
nomination papers and tho com- 
ing seven days may reveal the as- 
pirations of those who have not 
yet announced their intention of 
becoming candidates. 


The registrars of voters have 
announced that they will hold 
sessions for the registering of new 
voters. The city clerk’s office as 
usual will be open daily until 5 
p. m. except Saturdays when noon 
is the closing hour. In addition 
evening sessions will be held in 
most all village centres. At New- 
ton the fire station will be open 
this evening and the Underwood 
School next Thursday evening. 
On Fridays the sessions will be 
at Newton Centre, Mason School 
this week and Nonantum fire sta- 
tion on Bridge st. next week, Oc- 
tober 10th. The Davis School 
will care for the West Newton 
registrants on Monday evening, 
Oct. 6th and the Claflin School 
for Newtonville on Tuesday the 
7th. The same evening there will 
be a session at Newton Highlands 
in the Hyde School. On Thursday, 
October 9th, there will also be ses- 
sions at the Angier School in Wa- 
ban and the Burr School in Au- 
bumdale. Evening sessions will 
also be held at City Hall on Oct. 
9, 10, 14 and 15th. All evening 
sessions will be from 7:30 to 9 
p. m. 


In connection with the registra- 
tion of new voters it is interesting 
to note that in the annual revi- 
sion of the voting lists some 3000 
names were dropped because of 
death, removal from the city or 
other cause. The number of 
names now appearing on the vot- 
ing lists is 37,789 of which 17,836 
are men and 19,953 are women. 
The assessed polls lists show a 
total of 22,617 men over 20 in the 
city and 27,825 women indicating 
that many persons are residing in 
the city who have not become vot- 
ers.

Work Nights On Street Widening 


Street Department Avoids 
Congestion of Newtonville 
Square on Route 128 


Parking Facilities Are 
Much Improved 


In order to minimize the con- 
gestion which would result from 
daytime work in Newtonville sq. 
the Newton Street Department is 
working nights and Sundays on 
the project of widening Walnut st. 
Much of the work was done over 
the Sunday week-end. Because 
Walnut st. is used as Route 128 
by considerable through traffic a 
detour was provided over the Low- 
311 ave. bridge. 

The widening is being effected 
by cutting six feet off the west 
udewalk between Austin st. and 
Highland ave. The work also en- 
tails resurfacing the street and 
an appropriation of $7000 was 
made available. It is the first 
time in the history of the city that 
f he street department . men have 
been called upon to carry out such 
a project on Sundays and eve- 
ings. 

The narrow bottle neck condi- 
tion of this thoroughfare will be 
noticeably relieved by the wid- 
ening. Parking facilities which 
will be easier of pccess are already 
experienced by the shoppers. 

Commonwealth Ave. Nearly 
Complete 

The resurfacing of Common- 
wealth ave. between Chestnut and 
Lexington sts. is rapidly nearing 
completion. Work between the 
railroad bridge and Washington 
st. is nearly complete. This proj- 
ect is being done under Chapter 90 
whereby the cost is shared by the 
state, county and city. 

The resurfacing of Faxon st., 
Nonantum, under the three-year 
program adopted by the city, will 
be finished before the end of this 
week, Commissioner Haughey has 
announced. The street acceptance 
project under the betterment act 
of Jane and Whittlesey rds. is 
also nearing completion.

Dr. Blatz Discusses 
Parent-Child Relations 
At Education Course 


The resignation of Patrolman 
John W. Cavanaugh was an- 
nounced on Tuesday by Chief of 
Police Michael T. Hughes. He 
was appointed to the regular 
force on April 23. 1937. The res- 
ignation makes a second vacancy 
in the local police force, the prior 
vacancy having been caused by the 
recent death of Patrolman John 
P. Murphy. Two other openings 
will soon result by the promotion 
of two patrolmen to the rank of 
sergeants. 

In November the compulsory 
age retirement of Patrolman 
Frank P. Dow will create another 
vacancy. Patrolman Dow was 
appointed to the force on March 
6, 1906. He resides at 66 Eddy 
st.. West Newton. It is expected 
that Chief Hughes will name re- 
serve officers to the vacancies in 
the near future from civil service 
eligible lists. 

An examination for the ap- 
pointments as sergeants was held 
last June and it is believed that 
the State civil service depart- 
ment will shortly announce the 
results. 

Chief Hughes this week an- 
nounced also that the members 
of the reserve force who have 
been doing active duty during the 
summer while regular members 
have been on vacation will go off 
active duty on Oct. 7th. The re- 
serve force will again be used ac- 
tively after January let when a 
number of regular members will 
he assigned to the work of listing 
residents for the assessing and 
poll tax lists. 


The proper training of children 
was discussed on Monday night 
before a large audience at the 
first meeting of a new parent 
education course at the high school 
auditorium. Dr. William Blatz, 
who arranged the training pro- 
gram for the Dionne quintuplets, 
was the speaker. Less than one 
per cent of parents are properly 
trained in the art of bringing up 
children was the opinion expressed. 

Dr. Blatz, the author of “Five 
Sisters,’’ is a member of the fac- 
ulty of the University of Toronto 
and directed the training of the 
quintuplets from the age of six 
months to five years. He said 
he urged the return of the chil- 
dren to their parents from the 
beginning to permit them to live 
a normal life. He stated that Hit- 
ler prevents children from normal 
upbringing by taking them away 
from their parents and homes. 

The three essentials in the train- 
ing of children stressed by Dr. 
Blatz are development of self-re- 
liance, consideration of others, 
and social honesty. A baby should 
not be given a third choice by 
the interference of parents in the 
original choice- as for example a 
child has the choice of whether 
to cry or not to cry and when 
the parent picks him up a third 
choice is introduced. The same 
holds true with the problem of a 
child’s food as to whether he eats 
it or not. 

A child can be trained to show 
consideration of others by being 
forced to take the consequences 
of poor manners. An inconsid- 
erate child should be put out of 
the group until he learns to be- 
have. 

The speaker urged training in 
“fellowship" as well as leader- 
ship for whenever a group gath 
ers there is only one leader while 
the rest must become followers.

Former Sunday School 
Superintendent Came 
Here 70 Years Ago 

A large attendance of members 
and guests marked the 90th an- 
niversary banquet of Channing 
Unitarian Church. Newton, last 
Friday evening. Rev. Irving R. 
Murray, minister of the church, 
presided. Rev. E. M. Baker, D.D., 
executive vice-president of the 
American Unitarian Association, 
brought greetings from the na- 
tional organization. Mayor Paul 
M. Goddard, Rev. Ray E. Eusdcn, 
D.D., of the Eliot Congregation- 
al Church, and Rev. Ernest S. 
Meredith of Watertown respec- 
tively brought messages of greet- 
ing from the city, other Newton 
churches, and neighboring com- 
munities, Professor Alfred S. Cole, 
a former pastor, spoke briefly. 
Frank II. Burt, one of the oldest 
members of the church, gave an 
interesing address on the early 
years of Channing Church. 

Music was presented by the 
Channing Quartette under the di- 
rection of Miss Edith Blackadar. 
pianist. The quartette comprises. 
Mrs. A. J. Mansfield, soprano; 
Mrs. Eleanor Shutc. contralto: 
Paul Bennett, tenor; and William 
Murdoch, bass. 

Two hundred persons were pres- 
ent to hear an address by Con- 
gressman Thomas II. Eliot on Sun- 
day evening which brought the 
anniversary observance to a close. 
Congressman Eliot spoke on “Lib- 
eralism--! 911." A short devo- 
tional service was conducted by 
Rev. Dan Huntington Fenn. 

Early History 

The address on the early history 
of Channing Church given by Mr. 
Burt in part follows: 

“I was somewhat disturbed to 
find myself announced to speak 
on ‘The Early History of Channing 
Church.’ Why, the early history of 
this church was a sealed hook 
when 1 first saw Newton. It was 
only sixty years ago that 1 came 
here to live, and its first thirty 
years were as unknown to me as 
tin* history of the cave dwellers 
of the far West. But since few 
of you have been here as long 
as l have, the period I remember 
may seem to most of those pres- 
ent ns among 'the early years’ 
of the church. 

"Speaking of the cave dwellers, 

I am reminded that the first im- 
portant study of their ancient 
homes in Arizona was the work of 
i man who grew up an attendant 
of Channing Church Dr. Jesse H. 
Fewkes, a widely known ethnolo- 
gist. whose brother Charles, ] 
think, still lives in the family 
home. 

"I was fortunate in coming here

while the old church on Washing- 
ton street (where the fire station 
now stands) was still our place of 
worship. Simple yet beautiful it 
was, with its graceful lines and 
slender spire. Little did it mat- 
ter that the Sunday-school met in 
the basement, the furnace almost 
in the same room, or that the 
church services were sometimes 
disturbed by the rumble of trains 
close in the rear of the building. 

‘There was a spirit about the 
old edifice that is impossible to 
express. It was a true house of 
worship, permeated with the tra- 
ditions of those who built it. 
You have heard of their devotion 
to liberal religion which first 
took them to the old First Parish 
hurch of Watertown and then 
led them to form ‘the Unitarian 
Society at Newton Corner,’ meet- 
ing in Union Hall until by common 
sacrifice and personal energy they 
built in 1856 their first church. 
Outgrown and crowded after only 
♦wenty-five years, when I came 
•o Newton the society was com- 
uleting the present church which 
stands today a memorial of the 
•ourage and generosity of the 
ounders. 

“Dr. Hornbrooke, who was in 
he second year of his ministry 
vhen I first heard him, was an 
outstanding figure as a scholar 
nd orator. He was a student of 
die greatest and most mystical 
poets, active in the Browning So- 
•iety and served it as president, yet 
ie never went over the heads of 
bis listeners. He drew his illus- 
rations from incidents of overy- 
Iny life. In sorrow and affliction 
be could always be counted upon 
o say the right word and lighten 
he heavy burden. 

"I came here in the fall of 1881 
torn Springfield, where I had 
‘frown up in the Sunday-school 
>f the Church of the Unity. Com- 
ing to Channing Sunday-school 
my first Sunday here, bringing 
my young sister Grace. I was 
cordially welcomed by W Rus- 
sell Brackett, who invited mo to 
ioin his clnss. Mr. Brackett and 
his twin brother. Willard G. Brac- 
kett, were among the earliest 
members of the Sunday-school 
when it opened in 1852. He in- 
t rodueed me to the gray-liearded 
superintendent, Warren P. Tyler, 
who made me welcome and saw 
that my sister found a suitable 
elass. 

"The social life of the church 
centered around Cole’s Hall, in the 
brick block near the railroad sta- 
tion. During the church year the 
sowing circle met there on certain 
Thursday afternoons, followed by 
a simple supper for old and young 
and informal dancing until a 
reasonably early hour. On other 
Thursday evenings there were 
meetings of the Channing Literary 
Union, with plays, lectures and 
other features, the membership 
being divided into committees to 
I arrange the programs. Before 
j Christmas the boys and girls en- 
joyed friendly hours in preparing 
the evergreen decorations for the 
church.

Newton Leads 
State in Defense 


Despite the threatening clouds 
from which occasional rain fell 
upon them, nearly four thousand 
persons, seriously intent upon the 
purpose of the event, gathered at 
the Dickinson stadium.

The opening of the program 
brought a cavalcade of automobiles 
of the Red Cross Motor Corps of 
Boston across the field from the 
Elm rd. entrance, around the 
track and in line in front of the 
stadium proper. A dozen vehicles 
were used including station wa- 
gons and ambulances. Upon com- 
ing to a halt crews of the Motor 
Corps unloaded their equipment 
and set up first aid stations, can- 
teens and headquarters. An actu- 
al demonstration of first aid was 
given to a volunteer victim who 
was supposed to have fractured an 
arm. As he lay on the field doc- 
tors and nurses worked over him 
and applied a splint, after which 
he was placed on a stretcher and 
carried to an ambulance. Miss 
Harriet Robinson described the or- 
ganization and function of the 
corps stating that the work dem- 
onstrated was precisely that for 
which the Red Cross Motor Corps 
of Newton has been trained. 

Newton Is First 
John M. Bierer. chairman of the 
Defense division of the Newton 
Committee on Public Safety, 
warned of the dangers attendant 
to the duties of air raid wardens. 
Under actual air raids it has been 
shown that thirty rimes as many 
air wardens as soldiers have been 
killed by bombs. "It is a danger- 
ous job^-now is the time to quit if 
you want to,” he added. Mr. 
Bierer estimated that the paid at- 
tendance of the gathering would 
net the committee over >t00 which 
was greatly needed to defray the 
expenses of the school. The city 
had appropriated $500 and individ- 
uals had contributed $225.

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Newspaper Week Is Nation-Wide 


The American press yesterday began the 
second annual observance of “Newspaper 
Week,” from October 1 to S, during which 
time publishers will call the attention of their 
readers to the vital part which the free 
press plays in the life of a nation. The slogan 
for the week, chosen by the Newspaper 
Association Managers, Inc., comprising the 
executive officers of a number of national, 
state and regional newspaper publishers’ 
associations is “The Newspaper Lights the 
Way to Freedom.” Newspaper week is en- 
dorsed by President Roosevelt, other high 
government officials, governors of states, 
and leaders in religion, education and in- 
dustry. 

It takes little imagination to realize that 
the newspaper is one of the many vertebrae 
forming the backbone of Democracy. Com- 
pare the free press of America with the con- 


trolled press of the totalitarian countries. 
Compare the truly “free” press of America 
with those controlled by the influence of 
those who would use the printed word for 
their own selfish purposes, or those publica- 
tions which prey upon the human weak- 
nesses of sensationalism and moral de- 
cadence. 

The people of America are proud of the 
news mediums which are founded upon the 
ideals of community service, the promotion 
of better government, better social stand- 
ards, and better living conditions for all — 
for those who have and for those who have 
not. The American press, that great mould- 
er of public opinion is, for the most part, 
alive to its responsibilities to keep free from 
“foreign entanglements” which in the end 
wipe out the very freedom which is so vital 
to the pursuit of life, liberty and happiness. 


The Incendiary Bomb Demonstration 


On Tuesday evening Newton staged a 
demonstration of the proper methods and 
techniques to be used in the control and 
extinguishing of incendiary bombs. The dem- 
onstration also served as the most appro- 
priate time to announce the award of grad- 
uation certificates to more than 1200 air 
wardens who voluntarily undertook to pre- 
pare themselves for possible future emerg- 
encies by enrolling in courses of study 
which were given this past summer. 

It is rather a remarkable event when 
more than a thousand citizens enter with 


the greatest of co-operation into a service 
which for the most part seems so remote 
yet is so vitally serious. It not only speaks 
well for the community but augurs well for 
the easing of dire and terrifying tragedies 
which might well be enacted before our very 
eyes in the not too far distant future. New- 
ton obviously is making progress toward pre- 
paredness for the future. Working together 
is the solution of many problems — and in the 
defense of our city, its thousands of homes 
and citizens, the community spirit is evi- 
dent — in the event of need it will not be 
found wanting. 


The Church Is One Foundation 


It happens this week that the anniver- 
saries of two of our local churches have 
been appropriately observed. Last Sunday the 
Channing Unitarian Church completed a 
three day observance of its 90th birthday. 
This week Sunday the North Congregational 
Church completes the observance of its 75th 
anniversary. These are not, by many years, 
the oldest churches in our city. The First 
Church in Newton was founded in Newton 
Centre in 1654 — two hundred and eighty- 
seven years ago. And the Second Church, 
located in West Newton. was established in 
1760 — one hundred and eighty-one years 
ago. Yet the 90th and 75th anniversaries 


of these comparatively “youthful” religious 
centers is of worthy significance. 

Freedom of worship was the main desire 
which sent a small band of pilgrims to these 
shores to establish a new nation. Down 
through the years the church has been one 
foundation. It will survive through the years 
to come. Sometimes in the complexities of 
life and midst the earthly cares and tribula- 
tions we lose sight of a great deal that is 
powerful and good. Religion becomes super- 
ficial — yet underneath — with no need for un- 
derstanding — we come to the realization of 
an Infinite influence which is the very essence 
of all life. 


Canadian Army Chaplain

At this 
time the Upper and Lower Falls 
were the largest villages in New- 
ton. Possibly the railroad had just 
been started but she says noth- 
ing about it. These villages were 
largest on account of the water- 
power on the Charles River. 

Most of the land in the other 

sections were farms. 

A few yerrs later the Town 
Centre to West Newton and the 
northern part gr n w very fast on 
account of the railroad.

The town of Newton is in the 
eastern part of Massachusetts 
containing 13,000 acres of land. 
It is bounded on the north by 
Waltham and Weston, east by 
Brighton, south by Roxbury, and 
Dedham and west by Needham 
and Weston. 

It contains one Theological Insti- 
tution and one Academy, both sit- 
uated in the Centre. 

There are seven meeting houses, 
three at the Upper Falls, one at 
the Lower Falls, two in the "Cen- 
tre” and one in the west part of 
the town. There are five public 
houses, one at the Upper Falls, 
one at the Lower Falls, one at 
"Anger’s Comer” one at the west 
part and one at the southwest 
part of Newton. 

There are three cotton factories 
at the Upper Falls, one woolen 
factory in the northern part of 
the town; one morocco factory 
near the centre and one nail fac- 
tory at the Upper Falls; five pa- 
per mills at the Lower Falls; one 
machine shop and one saw-mill 
both at the Upper Falls; and one 
grist mill near the Centre.

I confess, however, that my pa- 
triotism did not prevent me from 
laying in an ample stock of liquid 
potential happiness while the 
prices were still low. The adver- 
tisements were a great help tome.

Poetry Lectures 
Well Attended 


The second lecture in the course 
arranged by the Nowtonvillo poe- 
try evenings commit tee will he 
given Thursday evening, Oct. 9. 
at the Newtonville library. The 
speaker will be John Holmes, as- 
sistant professor at Tufts College 
and editor of the Tufts literary 
magazine, also former poetry edi- 
tor of the Boston Transcript. 
Prof. Holmes is the author of two 
books of poetry. “Address to the 
Living" and "Fair Warning,” also 
of the text-book "The Poet’s 
Work.” He recently received the 
golden rose award of the New 
England Poetry Society. Charles 
J. Connick of Newtonville. pro- 
ducer of stained glass, will pre- 
side. 

The demand for tickets proved 
greater than the committee ex- 
pected. so that it is proving im- 
possible to provide tickets for all 
who wish to attend. The commu- 
nity room at the Newtonville li- 
brary was Filled last Thursday 
evening with an enthusiastic au- 
dience. when Robert Frost deliv- 
ered the first lecture of the 
course. Mrs. Gorham W. Harris, 
chairman of the committee, pre- 
sided. and spoke of this course as 
one of the activities of the New- 
tonville library as a cultural cen- 
I ter, and how it carried on the 
work which had been begun by 
exhibits of paintings and art ob- 
jects. She then introduced Charles 
j J. Connick. who as a close friend 
of Mr. Frost, had aided the com- 
mittee in inducing that distin- 
j guished poet to lecture in this 
course. He paid a warm tribute 
to Mr. Frost for his generous 
heart and literary genius. 

Mr. Frost began his lecture 
with a discussion of the methods 
of poetical composition. He not- 
ed how poets, as the result of the 
effort to produce lines that will 
rhyme, frequently get weak or in- 
ferior effects. He went on to 
give his impressions of New Eng- 
land rural character, and said that 
people of substantial personality 
are often misjudged by outside ob- 
servers, who fail to grasp the true 
worth of these good folks. He 
found that the people who might 
be called the "unworthy” poor in- 
cluded many interesting types. 
Mr. Frost read a number of his 
poems which illustrate his re- 
markable gift of humor and sub- 
tle interpretation of character.

sessions Today the people of 
Newt tin stand ready to defend 
those homes,” he concluded. 

Bombs Demonstrated 

The demonstration of bombs 
wa < carried out under the direc- 
tion of A. R. Guise of Waban, who 
explained impressively the proper 
methods to be used in controlling 
ami extinguishing lin-s resulting 
from the incendiary devices. ! 
Bombs were ignited and fought by 
various means, including sand, 
water from garden hose, acid ex- 
tinguishers and "G-l" extinguish- 
ing powder. 

He continually impressed upon 
the audience the fact that direct 
action by water upon a magne- 
sium bomb was explosive. The use 
of a spray is the most effective 
manner of controlling a bomb 
while a straight jet applied to the 
bomb results in further conflag- 
ration. The straight jet should 
only be used on the fire in com- 
bustibles in the vicinity of the 
bomb. 

Smothering Agents 

The effective use of smothering 
agents was demonstrated by sand 
and extinguishing powder. Sand is 
not as effective as the latter as 
the bombs will continue to burn 
beneath the sand covering. The 
powder, consisting of graphite and 
other substances, is spread about 
and the burning bomb fragments 
shoveled onto it. It may then 
be shoveled into a pail and car- 
ried away to a safe depository. 
The bombs were demonstrated 
mainly on platforms erected to 
simulate conditions found in resi- 
dence and industrial plant con- 
struction, and served to show 
clearly the effect of the magne- 
sium fire upon such construction. 
Some of the bombs were placed 
on the ground and ignited. 

Mr. Guise warned against the 
desire to attack a bomb too quick- 
ly. It takes at least two min- 
utes to determine whether the 
bomb may be an explosive type. 
It is also well to shield oneself 
with an overturned table or chair 
in getting close enough to attempt 
to extinguish the bomb. 

As Light As Day 

The demonstration concluded 
with the setting off of a large 
drum containing 95 pounds of mag- 
nesium. Many of the bombs the 
speaker stated used in attacking 
England contained 500 pounds of 
magnesium. The 95-lb. drum was 
ignited, a stream of water di- 
rected against it and the explo- 
sive effect of the water sent flames 
leaping 50 feet into the air and 
lighting up the vicinity of the sta- 
dium for several hundred yards 
as though it were daylight. 

During the program the Ameri- 
can Legion Band played several 
selections as the fire fighters and 
bombing demonstrators were ar 
ranging the next set of bombs to 
be shown. 


Battle Forest 
Fire For Hours 

Long hours of battle by Newton 
and Boston firemen on Sundny af- 
ternoon and night were necessary 
to bring under control an exten- 
sive forest fire that spread 
through the woods on the Boston 
side near the city line in the Ded- 
ham nnd Brookline street area. 
The Newton department was 
called to the fire at 1:26 p.m. with 
Engine 3 responding. Water was 
pumped from a nearby pond. A 
box alarm was sounded at 2:42 
bringing reinforcements of En- 
gines 7 and 9 and Ladder 2. The 
firemen worked until 10:40 p.m. 

The Newton fire department 
spent five hours in fighting a 
blaze in the Pine st. dump in West 
Newton on Tuesday afternoon in 
another long stretch of duty. En- 
gines 2 and 5 responded to a ra- 
dio call from Deputy Chief Hen- 
ry T. Seaver at 1:26 and returned 
to quarters at 6:27. 

A fire in an automobile near the 
corner of Adams and Washington 
sts. was extinguished by firemen 
of Engine 1 shortly before 1 
o’clock on Tuesday afternoon. The 
car was owned by Frost Motors, 
Inc., of Newton and operated by 
Rocco LoChiatto of Crafts st.

Dr. Merrill On Speaking 
Tour of Seventy Cities 

On Monday of this week the 
Rev. Boynton Merrill, D.D., of 
the Second Congregational Church 
of West Newton began a seven 
weeks’ leave of absence. He has 
been assigned to conduct an edu- 
cational program for "The Com- 
mittee for War Victims and Serv- 
ices’’ of the Congregational church- 
es of America. The speaking tour 
will cover seventy cities through- 
out the country to meetings of 
Congregational ministers to fur- 
ther the fund-raising work of the 
committee. 

The committee was formed in 
1940 at a meeting in Berkeley, 
California and numbers a hundred 
members. In the first year near- 
ly $100,000 has been received and 
distributed. The Second Church, 
with contributions totaling $3,- 
495.75 was the largest single con- 
tributing church. The First Con- 
gregational Church of Oak Park, 
111., with $2065 was the second 
largest. 

The committee aims to raise 
$1,000,000 annually among the 
6000 Congregational churches in 
the country. Funds will be used 
for war relief work as well as 
helping Congregational chaplains 
in the Army and Navy. 

Rev. Frank Grebe, director of 
religious education at the church, 
will take over Dr. Merrill’s du- 
ties during his absence. The com- 
mittee will supply preachers for 
the Sunday services. Professor R. 
Clyde Yarbrough of the Andover 
Newton Theological School will 
occupy the pulpit on Oct. 5, 19 
and 26.

Petition; Board Denies Request 
For Parking Area at Newtonville 


Residents of Court Street 
Object, Despite Compromise 


Despite unanimous approval of 
a change of land at Newton Cen- 
tre to business zone considerable 
debate preceded the vote of the 
aldermen on Monday night before 
the adoption of an amendment to 
the zoning ordinance. Some weeks 
ago the Aldermen had denied a 
petition to zone land adjoining 
the Newton Centre Methodist 
Church on Langley rd. for business 
because of the opposition of the 
trustees of the church. On the 
subsequent petition the church had 
not only withdrawn its opposition 
but had appeared at the public 
hearing on the matter and favored 
its adoption. 

Alderman John Temperley of 
Upper Falls asserted that he 
would vote for the change but 
warned that it might be said that 
“a private individual could not 
get the change but when a large 
corporation came into it the pe- 
tition was granted.” This state- 
ment brought Alderman Hender- 
son Inches to his feet when Tem- 
perley relinquished the floor. 
Inches declared, “I say he is wrong 
when he says that it took a large 
corporation to get it. He ought 
to know better and I resent the 
suggestion of such a thing.” Tem- 
perley replied that he had not said 
it was so but that “it might be 
heard said on the street.” He 
added, "I might remind the mem- 
bers there was a matter last year 
in which some of the members 
were involved and I was not a 
party to it.” 

Alderman George E. Rawson, 
chairman of the committee on 
Claims and Rules, explained to 
the Board that while the change 
of zone of one lot of land on 
Langley rd. had encountered the 
opposition of the Methodist Church 
the objections had been withdrawn 
when two’ lots on Lyman st. had 
been added to the petition. He 
added that the land is to be sold 
to the First National Stores and 
the company is to erect a “super” 
market on Langley rd. with a 
parking area in the rear on Lyman 
st. The church will be given per- 
mission to use the driveway to be 
constructed on the church side of 
the property for delivery of fuel 
and the like. 

Alderman Hoffman described 
the plan as a move in the right 
direction but urged that atten- 
tion be given to the handling of 
traffic on Lyman st., now a one- 
way thoroughfare. He suggested 
that it might be advisable to re- 
verse traffic there and reminded 
the Board that the Rice School 
at the corner of Lyman st. pre- 
sented a problem. 

Alderman Rawson replied that 
the Rice School, one of the older 
of the public schools in Newton, 
would have to be replaced at a not 
too far distant date and that it 
undoubtedly would not be relocat- 
ed on its present site. 

Deny Newtonville Petition 

The Petition of the Newton Mo- 
tor Sales Company for the rezon- 
ing of land on Court st. for use 
as a parking area in connection 
with the sales and repair busi- 
ness at their Washington st. build- 
ing was unanimously given leave 
to withdraw. Aldermen Rawson 
explained that when an original 
petition was presented some weeks 
ago the entire land in the area 
was sought for business, arousing 
the opposition of residents of Court 
st. who believed the value of their 
property would be adversely af- 
fected. 

Subsequently a compromise was 
proposed whereby the automobile 
’oncern would use only a portion 
>f the land for business and land 
in Court st., except for an emer- 
gency driveway, would be retained 
aider residence restrictions. The 
compromise failed to remove the 
ibjcctions and the committee had 
reported adversely on the new 
proposal. 


Newton Stores To 
Close Columbus Day 

The Newton Chamber of 
Commerce has announced that 
Newton stores will be closed 
all day on Monday, October 
13th, the observance of Co- 
lumbus Day, which this year 
falls on Sunday. Under the 
state laws the regulations of 
retail stores applying to Sun- 
day are in force between 7 
a.m. and 1 p.m. on Columbus 
Day or the “day following 
when Oct. 12th occurs on 
Sunday.”

The nine months of 1941 
have resulted In a saving of 
$90,000 in welfare expendi- 
tures In the city of New- 
ton this year as compared 
with a similar period of 1940. 
Figures compiled by Director 
of Public Welfare James P. 
Reynolds were announced this 
week. 

Cases of general aid last 
month numbered 267 as com- 
pared with 529 in September 
a year ago. Costs for the 
month were $8,375 against 
$19,500 last year. August, 
1911 saw 282 cases with ex- 
penditures of $8,200. The in- 
crease in expenditures in 
September over August, de- 
spite fewer cases, was due to 
the purchase of considerable 
school clothing for welfare 
families. 

Indications arc that nearly 
half of the $250,000 appro- 
priated for the Welfare de- 
partment budget this year 
will be returned to the city 
treasury as an unexpended 
balance at the end of the 
year. 


Few Voters 
Register For 
Election 


Large Drop in Voting 
Lists Throughout City 


With the dropping of more than 
3,000 names from the Newton vot- 
ing lists and the registration of 
but approximately 150 new vot- 
ers, revision of the lists gives a 
total of 37,789, according to an- 
nouncement by City Clerk Frank 
M. Grant. With registration ses- 
sions being held daily and eve- 
nings this figure will be increased 
somewhat by October 15th, the 
closing date of registration for 
the city election. 

The only precinct in the city 
to show a net gain since last 
year was Precinct 1 of Ward 1 
where a readjustment of pre- 
cinct lines brought a decrease in 
Precinct 2 of Ward 1.

The State Public Works Com- 
mission announced late last week 
that it had voted to disapprove a 
location for a billboard sign of the 
John Donnelly & Sons. Inc., at 
1560 Washington st., West New- 
ton. The company was notified 
to remove the existing sign with- 
in 30 days. 

The sign was protected by an 
injunction from 1925 to 1935 dur- 
ing the long court fight over the 
legality of the state billboard 
rules and regulations. The bill- 
board has remained standing since 
the injunction was lifted without 
permit. A protest against the bill- 
board was filed more than a year 
ago with city and state officials 
by the Newton women’s clubs. 


The Newton Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety announce that on Fri- 
day. October 10 from noon until 
midnight, and on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 14 from noon until 6 p. m.. the 
Newton Report Center will be ac- 
tivated through reports from air 
raid wardens throughout the city 
and through reports and warning 
from U. S. Army received through- 
out the District Warnings Center. 

The warnings and reports from 
the Army will probably be received 
from army planes either above the 
city or some distance away and 
will be routed through the Dis- 
trict Warning Center which cov- 
ers Newton and certain other cities 
and towns. Those messages which 
refer to Newton will be relayed 
from the District Warning Cen- 
ter to the New*ton Report Center. 

At the same time air raid war- 
dens on duty throughout the city 
will be transmitting to the New- 
ton Report Center messages as to 
alleged conditions at their posts. 
It is expected that messages will 
be received at the rate of twenty 
to twenty-five per hour. 

The wardens will function just 
as they would in the case of real 
hostilities, the positions being 
filled during business hours by 
women volunteers and men em- 
ployed locally, who will be re- 
lieved after business hours by 
other wardens who during the day 
time are engaged in Boston. Brook- 
line. Wellesley and other cities 
throughout the state.

Senator Arthur W. Hollis of 
Newton was one of four Republi- 
can members of the Senate who 
split their votes on the Coak- 
ley impeachment articles. Sena- 
tor Hollis voted with a 28 to 10 
majority on the vote to remove 
him from office but voted against 
disqualifying the veteran Demo- 
cratic political leader from future 
office. 

On the fourteen charges under 
which the Governor’s Councillor 
was tried Senator Hollis cast votes 
of guilty on five articles of im- 
peachment and not guilty on nine. 
On two of the charges Coakley was 
unanimously acquitted. On two 
others he was found not guilty by 
votes of 15 to 23 and 14 to 24. 
The two first named charges. Arti- 
cles 3 and 4. were connected with 
the Limon case which the prose- 
cution did not press. The other 
two not guilty counts were on 
charges of urging a witness to give 
false testimony before the Par- 
don-Parole Commission and of tell- 
ing witnesses that the Commission 
was acting beyond its powers. 

On the other charges Coakley 
was found guilty by votes vary- 
ing from 23 to 15 to 32 to 6. Sen- 
ator Hollis recorded votes of guil- 
ty on articles 5. 7. 10, 11 and 
1*4 and on the vote to remove him 
from office.

the only Scripture there was at 
that time. And we know how rev- 
erently the messages of the great 
prophets were pondered by the 
faithful ones of Israel, and when 
obeyed, how the people were 
guided, protected, and blessed. 

It is imperative, therefore, 
that Christians heed well the ad- 
monition of the Founder of Chris- 
tianity, particularly at this time 
when the charge is being more and 
more aggressively made that 
Christianity is impractical or is 
failing at this crisis in human 
history. A great leader for the 
emancipation of an oppressed 
race, William Lloyd Garrison, 
once declared in substance: Take 
away the Bible, and our warfare 
with oppression, infidelity, intem- 
perance, and impurity is removed. 
We have no authority to speak, 
and no courage to act. Those 
words declare the true warfare 
which must be unceasingly waged 
under the authority of divine 
command. 

The profound significance to 
this very present hour of that 
beautiful event known as the 
transfiguration, as related by 
Matthew, and the deep and vital 
meaning of that sacred experience, 
is clearly and practically ex- 
plained in Christian Science. 
What does the transfiguration 
really mean ? It means “glorified” 
—Christ, Truth, glorified. Jesus, 
you will recall, had taken Peter, 
James, and John up into a high 
mountain, and there appeared un- 
to them Elias and Moses, talking 
with Jesus. From the height of 
spiritual vision to which their 
Master’s teaching and constant 
companionship had brought them, 
they envisaged this communion. 
They saw those two who had led 
and prophesied, and held the peo- 
ple to faith in the one true God, 
at the most important crisis in 
Israel’s previous history. Those 
two were talking with the great- 
est of all leaders — the Prophet of 
Galilee. He was carried to the 
loftiest height of spiritual vision 
and was transfigured before them. 
The prophetic spirit was objecti- 
fied to Jesus in the forms of the 
two most powerful representa- 
tives of the one God, in the 
thought of all Israel. 

It was Moses who had heard, in 
the thunder of Sinai, the com- 
mand, “Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me.” It was Elias who 
had appeared when a renegade 
king and his heathen wife had 
given state sanction to idolatry. 
The prophet came to do battle 
with this monstrous evil and to 
hold the people faithful to the one 
true God. In the Old Testament 
Elias was regarded as the harbin- 
ger of the day of the Lord; in the 
New, he is spoken of as the her- 
ald of God. 

When the vision of Moses and 
Elias had vanished and Jesus was 
alone with his awed disciples, 
they questioned him about the 
prophecy which had existed for 
centuries concerning Elias. It wus 
then that Jesus spoke those 
words, among the profoundest he 
ever uttered, “Elias truly shull 
first come, and restore all things." 
That was a fur-reaching prophecy 
— as we shall see — reaching down 
to this very age in the religious 
history of the world. 

Mary Baker Eddy reulized that 
the spiritual interpretation of all 
Scripture is the vitul interpreta- 
tion. As she hus said, in "Science 
and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures" (p. 207), “The spirit- 


posed to material sense,” and so, 
in times of crisis, God’s will has 
been revealed through the spirit 
of prophecy. The embodiment of 
Truth has appeared and re- 
appeared to those with spiritual 
vision to recognize its authentic 
messengers. 

Mrs. Eddy herself came as a 
messenger of the one God, the all- 
ness of Spirit. Through her scien- 
tific discovery of the truth of 
Spirit, that all Truth is Spirit or 
Mind, she disproved the entire 
claim that matter and material 
sense are actual, and set forth 
the divine law which reveals the 
perfection of being or allness of 
God, in which all that He has 
made is representative of Him- 
self, wholly good and forever in- 
tact. The movement which she 
founded, led, and still leads 
through her inspired writings, at- 
tests the consistency and uncon- 
querable fidelity with which she 
held to her divine revelation. 

The Discoverer of this Science 
never minimized the struggle 
which must ensue when spiritual 
understanding, as the result of her 
interpretation of Scripture, be- 
came more widely diffused. She 
foresaw and wrote that there 
would be “greater mental opposi- 
tion to the spiritual and scientific 
meaning of the Scriptures than 
there has ever been since the 
Christian era began” (Science and 
Health, p. 534). She prophesied 
still farther, however (Miscella- 
neous Writings, pp. 363, 364), “I 
foresee and foresay that every 
advancing epoch of Truth will be 
characterized by a more spiritual 
apprehension of the Scriptures, 
that will show their marked con- 
sonance with the textbook of 
Christian Science Mindhealing, 
’Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures.’ ” The accuracy 
of this prediction is strikingly 
borne out to those who watch the 
trend of thought among advanced 
researchers in many fields of 
learning since these words were 
written over sixty years ago. 

John the Baptist preceded the 
Messiah, as had been foretold. He 
heralded the coming of a greater 
messenger of Truth, Jesus of 
Nazareth, as he who “will 
thoroughly purge his floor, and 
gather his wheat into the garner; 
but he will burn up the chaff with 
unquenchable fire.” John came 
declaring, "The kingdom of heav- 
en is at hand.” He rallied the 
people to repent, to turn — for that 
is the significance of the word 
"repent” — to turn from the ma- 
terial sense of existence. He fore- 
told that the activity of the 
Christ, Truth, would purge and 
destroy the false and preserve 
only the true. This is the univer- 
sal purge which must finally re- 
deem the whole human race and 
which is at work today in human 
consciousness. Do we not hear the 
prophetic spirit calling in this 
time of crisis: Repent! Turn from 
idolatrous worship of material 
power, worldly aims, sensuous de- 
sires! Know that the kingdom of 
God is within you, in a conscious- 
ness of God’s omnipresence, all- 
ness, and goodness. 

The prophetic spirit calls to this 
age as divine Science, which is to 
reveal absolute Truth and re- 
store to human consciousness the 
spiritual fact of all things through 
an exact, demonstrable knowledge 
of the oneness and allness of God, 
Spirit. Divine Science has come 
to restore the primitive purity and 
vitality of Christianity, healing 
sickness and destroying sin.

the equipment used. He worked 
shoulder to shoulder with Edison 
during the year and one-half of 
preliminary work preceding the 
opening of the Pearl st. generat- 
ing station at New York on Sept. 
4, 1882, the world’s first generat- 
ing plant for supplying current 
for the operation of electric 
lamps. 

He joined the staff of the Gen

School Board 
Has No Contests 


Chief interest in the city elec- 
tion on Nov. 4th will centre in the 
mayoralty contest between Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard and former May- 
or Edwin O. Childs. Two years 
ago Mayor Goddard defeated 
Childs by a narrow margin and a 
recount failed to alter the out- 
come. Goddard is completing his 
first two-year term. He filed nomi- 
nation papers last week. 

Ex-Mayor Childs hecame an 
eleventh-hour entry by filing his 
nomination papers Thursday af- 
ternoon. It had been previously 
rumored about the city that he 
would be and that he was not to 
be a candidate. He is seeking an 
eleventh term. He was first elected 
Mayor of Newton in 1913, taking 
office on January 1st. 1914. Serv- 
ing eight consecutive two-year 
terms, he did not become a candi- 
date in the 1929 election, follow- 
ing announcement by the then 
President of the Board of Aider- 
men Sinclair Weeks that h^ was 
a candidate. Weeks was elected 
and subsequently re-elected for 
two additional terms. 

In the election of 1935, Childs 
again became a candidate and 
defeated General Daniel A. Need- 
ham. Two years later Childs de- 
feated then Alderman Clarence 
C. Colby, present State Represen- 
tative and assistant city treasurer, 
and at the expiration of that term 
had completed twenty years as 
Mayor of Newton. 

A four-cornered contest devel- 
oped two years ago with Major 
Frank T. McCabe and James A. 
Waters, other candidates in the 
election which resulted in the first 
political defeat of Mayor Childs 
for the municipal office. 

Five Other Contests 

There are five other contests for 
seats upon the Board of Aider- 
men. two for alderman-at-large 
and three for ward aldermen. 
There are no contests for the 
school committee. Of the seven 
members of the present body, four 
will be re-elected with three new 
members who will succeed those 
retiring. 

School Commirttees 

The school committee candi- 
dates are Francis P. Frazier, 
Ward 1: Charles Raymond Cabot, 
Ward 2: Ralph F. Tabor. Ward 3; 
and Stanbrough Femald. Ward 6 
who a’v seeking re-election. 
The returning members are Chair- 
man Harold F. Knowlton, Ward 
4: Mrs. Margart H. Woods. Ward 
5; and Joseph F. Wogan. Ward 
7. They will be succeeded by 
Fitzhugh Traylor. Irene K. 
Thresher and Thomas A. West, re- 
spectively. 

There will be contests for al- 
dermen-at-large in Wards 5 and 6. 
Present Aldermen John Temper- 
ley and Howard Whitmore of 
Ward 5 will be opposed by Wen- 
dell R. Bauckman of Oak Hill for 
the two seats. In Ward 6 the 
present Aldermen-at-large Hen- 
derson Inches and Joseph B. Jam- 
ieson will have two opponents. 
They are Giovanni Amicangioli of 
John st. and Hans Lunstrum of 
Sumner st. 

The three contests for Ward 
Aldermen are in Wards 1. 2 and 
6. In Ward 1 Alderman Donald 
L. Gibbs who was recently elected 
by the board to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Ma-

The Contests at the City Election 

The decision of former Mayor Edwin O. 
Childs to become a candidate opposing the 
re-election of Mayor Paul M. Goddard has 
created an enlivened interest in the coming 
city election on November fourth. The close- 
ness of the election of two years ago indi- 
cated at that time the attitude of the voters 
of Newton, although it should be remem- 
bered that two other candidates in the field 
polled sufficient votes to have made the result 
more decisive or to have changed the re- 
sult. The record of the present adminis- 
tration of the past two years is available 
for the scrutiny of the undecided voter. 

Imposing Head Taxes 


The State Legislature is about to impose 
upon every taxpayer in the state an addi- 
tional $2 head tax to provide more liberal 
assistance for old age pensions. The present 
scale of assistance is $30 per month and the 
increased allotment would be to raise the 
maximum to a figure of $40. The increased 
cost would add to the present state’s total 
annual expenditure of $30,000,000. The 
Legislature does not seem to realize that 
there are but two states in the Union that 
are equally or more liberal than Massachu- 
setts at the present time. 


It is not our purpose to enter into a dis- 
cussion of the issues that may or may not 
be involved, at this time. We have always 
maintained a belief that the voters are en- 
titled to an opportunity to express their 
opinion through a choice of candidates. We 
reiterate that belief at this time. Our po- 
litical support of the present administration 
is well known, as is our “political” opposition 
to the former Mayor. But in a para- 
phrase of the historic words of Voltaire we 
repeat — “we do not support your candidacy, 
but we will defend to the end your right to 
be a candidate.”

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our engineers cannot substitute 
one or more equally efficient al- 
ternate alloys. 

To be consistent, we could call 
all of these steels "synthetic,” for 
they are man-made, or synthe- 
sized, substitutes for a product 
which nature provided faultily. 

But automotive engineers shun 
such tricky words. In every re- 
search laboratory in our industry 
there has been continuous experi- 
ment in the shuffling of molecu- 
lar building blocks in steels and 
all other metals. Many combina- 
tions have been developed, tested 
and tested again.

thesized. 

Because the best steel was not 
adaptable to our needs, men 
learned to make steels with spe- 
cific qualities by incorporating 
other metals with iron. Because 
common glass was too dangerous 
to use in the transparent areas of 
motor cars a substitute — a glass 
and plastic "sandwich” — was de- 
veloped and has been steadily im- 
proved. Because natural rubber 
failed when subjeetd to heat and 
petroleum products, our engineers 
turned to the superior synthetic 
elastomers for* all "rubber” ap- 
plications to tasks where natural 
rubber’s enemies were present. 

So, although we have an envia- 
ble record based on our avoidance 
of shoddy substitutes, we have at 
the same time become adept in 
the adoption and application of 
substitute materials that are su- 
perior to so-called natural prod- 
ucts. That experience will en- 
able us to continue building mo- 
tor cars without "ersatz” and up- 
hold our reputation while we are 
diverting critical and strategic 
materials from our assembly lines 
to the more important task of 
arming America. 

In such a big and complex in- 
strument as the modem automo- 
bile there are thousands of indi- 
vidual parts, composed of hun- 
dreds of materials, drawn from 
scores of geographical sites. In 
the steady evolution of this in- 
strument from the "horseless car- 
riage” of 1893 into the automo- 
bile of 1942, the parts have mul- 
tiplied many times and their 
sources have shifted constantly. 

For the manufacture of spark 
plugs, for instance, it was once 
necessary to obtain mica from Ma- 
dagascar and adapt the faulty ma- 
terial to automotive use. Only 
the other day, one unit of our in- 
dustry developed for the use of 
American combat aircraft a radi- 
cally new type of spark plug which 
is vastly superior to any heretofore 
used. This innovation, contribu- 
ted to the cause of national de- 
fense. will redound to the im- 
provement of automobile perform- 
ance. Moreover, b^eouse it in- 
volve the use of e substitute ma- 
terial. its adoption will make 
America a little more independ- 
ent of a foreign material which 
mi* T h f well be cut off in wartime. 

In i he last forty years, the evo- 
lution of the motor car has caused 
such revolution in almost all the 
arts of adapting natural products 
to human use. 

When Iron Was Iron 

Take iron, for example: 

Until the automobile came 
along with its highly specialized 
demands, iron was iron and steel 
was steel, and the constitution and 
behavior of both were mysteries. 
Both forms of this natural prod- 
uct contained varying qualities of 
elements which steel-makers 
called "impurities” and tried to 
eliminate or control in blast fur- 
naces. Bessemer converters, open- 
hearth furnaces, and by various 
annealing, heat-treating, pickling, 
forging and quenching processes. 
It was not until 1903, when steels 
were definite and controlled pro- 
portions of silicon and manganese 
were first produced commercially, 
that "iron” and "steel” began to 
lose their meaning as distinctions. 
A little later, to satisfy automo- 
tive demands, vanadium steel was 
produced. Chrome, nickel, molyb- 
denum, tungsten and other allov 
steels followed — all tailor-made 
suhsti tut ions designed to perform 
specific functions which ordinary 
steel failed to achieve in the au- 
tomobile. 

These man-made steels brought 
difficult problems to motor-car 
manufacturers. They demanded 
cutting and grinding tools that 
were harder and tougher than 
anything nature provided. It is 
no accident that one of the first 
synthetic cutting materials, "stell- 
ite.” was perfected by one of 
America’s’ automotive pioneers. 
Elwood Haynes. 

In this half-centurv of automo- 
tive history, the sciences of me- 
tallurgy and metallography have 
made huge strides. And. largely 
in answer to demands of research- 
minded manufacturers, the iron 
and steel warehouses have b°en 
stocked with hundreds of tailor- 
made steels in which metallic iron 
is alloyed with a host of other 
metals. 

It is apparent on the surface 
that this development is of tre- 
mendous value to the nation at 
this moment when steels of all 
kinds are needed for armanent 
and ordnance. 

It should be apparent, too, that 
our industry’s engineers, having 
played such prominent parts in 
the development of these specialty 
steels, should now know exactly 
what alternate alloys to employ 
when defense priorities withdraw 
a particular alloy metal from au- 
tomotive use. The fact is that 
there is virtually no alloy steel 
purt in the automobile for which

Second and Third String 
Backs Stage Spectacular

Scoring five touchdowns the on- 
rushing 1941 Newton High foot- 
ball team crushed Cambridge 
Latin last Saturday before 2500 
spectators at the Dickinson sta- 
dium, Newtonville, 33 to 0.

But it cannot be over- 
looked that Everett has had the 
power to force the breaks and 
when they have come have car- 
ried through to capitalize upon 
them. Heretofore whenever Dame 
Fortune smiled a bit upon New’- 
ton the opportunities have fre- 
quently failed to materialize. 

But the 1941 New’ton team is a 
team which has always been forc- 
ing the issue and in so doing has 
caused its opponents to make mis- 
takes. These opponents’ errors 
have been turned to Newton’s ad- 
vantage. Perhaps this Saturdav 
it will be history repeating itself. 

Another angle which gives rise 
to New’ton hopes is that the game 
is New’ton’s fourth of the season 
and not, as formerly, the third. In 
previous years the game has been 
a Columbus Day week-end affair 
and numerous times this factor 
has been to New’ton’s disadvan- 
tage because the orange and black 
squad had not approached its top 
performance.

Appropriations For 
City Affairs 


An appropriation of $15,000 was 
made by the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday evening to complete 
the resurfacing of Commonwealth 
ave. from the railroad bridge at 
Rowe st. f Aubumdale, to Lexing- 
ton. The request was recommend- 
ed by Mayor Goddard. The street 
project was begun this summer at 
Chestnut st. under Chapter 90 
funds whereby the state and coun- 
ty contribute to the cost. 

Chairman Joseph B. Jamieson 
of the Public Works committee 
informed the Board that the total 
work would cost $67,000. Of the 
$15,000 appropriated he stated 
that about $10,000 would be re- 
turned to the city treasury by 
state and county payments.

Joy smote the hearts of Newton 
school children this week when it 
was learned that an additional 
day’s vacation would be given 
them over the Armistice Day hol- 
iday.

Truck Ban On 
Washington St.

Through the kind sen- 
ices of Mrs. Albert Lavitt of An- 
gier circle we have readily ob- 
tained the signatures of approxi- 
mately 250 taxpayers and voters, 
all of whom are vitally affected 
and who demand relief from this 
nuisance." 


City Must Rezone 
Land Near Park 


The forthcoming construction of 
a half-million dollar plant in the 
Nonantum section of Newton was 
announced yesterday by the New- 
ton Chamber of Commerce. The 
factory, which will employ 250 
persons, will be erected for the 
production of hydraulic pumps anf? 
fluid motors for the United States 
Navy. The building and the ma- 
chine equipment will be owned 
by the United States government 
and will be operated by the Zen- 
ith Products Company of 58 Chest- 
nut st.. West Newton. The manu- 
facture to be done will be at the 
request of the Bureau of Ships 
at Washington. D. C. 

The building, a one story con- 
crete structure, will be erected 
on land selected for the site near 
the Charles River Metropolitan 
reservation and bounded on the 
west by Allison Park and on the 
south and east by land now in the 
manufacturing zone. The site, 
owned by the Rohmer Wool Scour- 
ing Company, in the rear of Los 
Angeles and California sts.. is in 
a general residence zone. The city 
government has received a peti- 
tion for a change to that of man- 
ufacturing privileges and a hear- 
ing on the matter has been as- 
signed for Nov. 5th. 

Further specifications of the 
building to be erected show that 
it wifi be without windows and 
air conditioned throughout. Brick 
and steel will also be part of its 
construction. The plant will be 
artificially lighted throughout. 
The first unit of the proposed fac- 
tory will be 120 feet by 240 feet, 
a total area of 24.000 square feet. 
Plans provide for increasing the 
area in size to 240 feet on each 
side. 

In making the announcement 
Rupert C. Thompson, secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce de- 
clared. “this is the type of man- 
ufacturing we desire to locate in 
Newton. It will increase employ- 
ment. provide additional taxable 
property and will be a part of the 
defense program."

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No Ersatz In 
Auto Industry 


(Continued from Lost Week) 

(Editor’s Note— The following 
is .the third nnd lost installment 
in a series of articles dealing 
with the use of substitutes in the 
automobile industry. The article 
is by Harlow H. Curtice, Buick of- 
ficial, and applies to the automo- 
tive industry in general.) 


Sometimes the optional materi- 
als developed have been adopted. 
Sometimes their adoption had to be 
deferred because the cost of com- 
mercial production was prohibi- 
tive in normal times. Often a 
choice among a number of op- 
tional steels, all equal in perform- 
ance, hinged upon relative ease of 
machining, availability of a com- 
ponent metal, or some other fac- 
tor which, forcing a decision in 
peacetime becomes relatively un- 
important in time of national 
emergency. 

The end effect of this emer- 
gency will be the further improve- 
ment of the motor car. As one 
of our research men expressed it 
recently: “Nothing beats an emer- 
gency for making minds emerge 
from the ruts of habit.” The re- 
examination of habits, now going 
on in our industry, will force into 
the automobile many technologi- 
cal changes which, under normal 
conditions of peace time economy, 
may have had to wait for years 
for a chance to play their part in 
automotive evolution. 

We are all familiar with the 
fact that necessity mothers inven- 
tion. Not all of us, however, rec- 
ognize how deeply inter-related 
invention and necessity have been 
in the development of the automo- 
bile. 

Use of Plastics 

We have heard much in recent 
years about the increasingly im- 
portant functions of plastics in 
our daily lives. Little has been 
said, however, about the intimate 
inter-relation of the plastics and 
automotive industries: 

Plastics, as we all know, are 
man-made substitutes for such 
natural things as horn, bone, 
wood, stone, metals, etc. We sel- 
dom think of them as substitutes 
for natural gums or resins; yet, 
the first successful production of 
a thermosetting phenol-formalde- 
hyde plastic was the result of Dr.

Without that plastic, it has 
been said, the mass production of 
electric starter and ignition equip- 
ment for the automobile would 
not have been possible. 

Moreover, without the mass- 
produced automobile ns a large 
consumer of this synthetic prod- 
uct, the history of the plastic in- 
dustry would have been a differ- 
ent story. 

It has been said often that the 
uses of plastics will increase rap- 
idly in automobiles because of our 
industry’s efforts to curtail use of 
scarce metals in decorative appli- 
cations, where we have made the 
greatest savings in strategic ma- 
terials. Such an increase, if it 
comes, will be an acceleration of 
a trend rather than the introduc- 
tion of an untried novelty. 

It has been estimated that the 
composite 1941 automobile con- 
tained 110 plastic parts with a 
total of more than 225 possible ap- 
plications, and that the composite 
! car of 1942 will show an increase 
to 120 parts. Apparently our en- 
gineers are adapting plastics only 
to those automotive uses to which 
they can be adapted without im- 
pairment of value. Even in the 
decorative field we have avoided 
the use of anything which might 
bo termed “ersatz.” 

Usualjy, in discussions of auto- 
motive applications of plastics, the 
two largest such applications are 
overlooked. This is odd because 
one or the other is always imme- 
diately in front of the eyes. Look- 
ing at an automobile, one looks 
at its glossy surface, a sheet of 
plastic with which the car is coat- 
ed. Looking out of an automo- 
bile. one looks through the invis- 
ible plastic sheets incorporated in 
safety glass. 

Both of these plastics were 
peacetime fruits of wartime re- 
search. The solvents employed in 
the first successful synthetic lac- 
quers used on automobiles were 
incidental and useless by-products 
of a chemical process used to man- 
ufacture explosives in World War 
I. And the use of plastic and glass 
laminations for windshields was 
introduced in military airplanes in 
that same war. 

Greatest Strides in Hard Times 

The greatest strides in automo- 
tive evolution have always come 
in periods following general econ- 
omic dislocation. The techniques 
of subjecting sheet steel to deep 
draws were introduced on equip- 
ment which had been used in 
arms manufacture. The motor- 
car makers adapted these tech- 
niques to their manufacturing 
processes. The steel makers re- 
sponded to the resultant new de- 
mands by divising deep-drawing 
steel sheets. As more and ever 
more sheet steel was required for 
the automobile, which was rapidly 
evolving into an all-steel vehicle, 
the steel industry was revolution- 
ized eventually by the perfection 
of that amazing machine, the con- 
tinuous wide-strip rolling mill, 
which turns out sheets in quanti- 
ties that would have been unbe- 
lievable a 'little more than ten 
years ago.

the arming of America and our 
engineers’ effort to conserve crit- 
ical materiajs will result in im- 
provements in material benefits 
for Americans ns great as, or 
greater than, those produced in 
previous crises. 

Some of these improvements 
are already on tho horizon. For 
example, the additional loads to 
which we subjected engine main 
bearings when we added com- 
pound enrhuretion and changed 
piston design to increase compres- 
sion in Buick motors, confronted 
our engineers with a serious prob- 
lem. To solve it, we adopted a 
radically new type of bearing 
which, developed experimentally 
by Moraine Division of General 
Motors Corporation in Dayton, 
was a result of metal-working 
processes virtually unknown only 
five years ago. 

Before our needs for those nov- 
el bearings arose, they seemed 
destined to remain on the shelf 
because they could not be manu- 
factured in sufficient quantity to 
enable their cost to be brought 
down. When we had to use them, 
the process of making them in 
quantity was shortly perfected. 

Just after that was done, there 
developed a sudden and unexpect- 
ed need for the products of this 
new process. Forced to conserve 
aluminum for defense manufac- 
ture, automotive engineers re- 
turned to the use of iron pistons 
which had been abandoned to ex- 
tend the life of bearings. In this 
emergency the new bearings are 
proving to be life-savers. Working 
with heavier iron pistons they 
have proved themselves to be far 
superior to the best bearings 
available when, a few years ago, 
bearing failure led to the adop- 
tion of aluminum pistons. 

These new bearings are made by 
brazing a thin copper-nickel 
sponge on a steel strip and im- 
pregnating the spongy matrix 
with babbit metal. Their manu- 
facture involves some revolution- 
ary applications of that relative- 
ly new and exciting metal-work- 
ing technique called powder met- 
allurgy. 

With the applied powder metal- 
lurgy, solid metal objects can be 
amazingly produced through the 
use of pressure and controlled at- 
mosphere and without the use of 
melting heat. This new technique, 
advanced rapidly by automotive 
engineers in recent months, has 
already contributed a number of 
ordnance parts to the nation’s ar- 
senal and seems destined to be- 
come important in industry in the 
next decade. 

A curious sidelight on our adop- 
tion of bearings made by this 
process is that a saving of stra- 
tegic metals was incidentally ef- 
fected. By substituting thin- 
walled steel-backed bearings for 
the old-style thick-walled babbitt, 
there will be a considerable over- 
all saving of tin and lead. 

In our industry, all questions 
about origins of materials were 
long ago elbowed aside by the 
main question; 

“Which material works best?’’ 

This is the pragmatic approach, 
an approach peculiarly American. 
It is part of the native tinkering 
tradition which has made us 
unique as a nation. To those who 
make that approach to problems, 
the idea "shoddy substitute’’ in- 
herent in the word “ersatz” is 
naturally repugnant. 

We do not need that foreign 
word in our vocabulary. We have 
such reputable words as “alter- 
nate” and “optional.” And as for 
“substitute,” isn’t that the fellow 
who not infrequently scores the 
winning touchdown ?

The amount vot- 
ed would cover ihese and addi- 
tional requests that are anticipa- 
ted. 

The Board deferred action on 
an offer of S25 for a parcel of 
city owned land adjoining 120 At- 
wood ave.. Newtonville, by Olive 
A. Crowell. The land is located 
on the curve of Harvard Circle. 

The appropriation of $3,200 for 
the construction of a drain on Wa- 
ban ave. will give employment to 
44 workers under a WPA project. 
The Federal government has al- 
lotted $7,097 for labor. The drain 
will be increased from an 8 inch 
size to one of 24 inches and is ex- 
pected to improve conditions in 
the vicinity following storms.

passing over his own candidacy 
briefly devoted the major part of 
his remarks to a tribute of the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Goddard 
and a denunciation of the candi- 
dacy of ex-Mayor Childs, under 
whom he had served. Among 
those who addressed the gather- 
ing of more than a hundred per- 
sons were the three candidates 
for Alderman-at-large from Ward 
5. Alderman John Temperley, Al- 
derman Howard Whitmore and 
Wendell R. Bauckman. Others 
who spoke were Aldermen George 
E. Rawson and Warner Eustis of 
Ward 7, unopposed candidates for 
re-election. President Norman 
Hall introduced the speaker. 

Alderman Temperley stressed 
the "gentlemen’s’’ agreement 
which has been honored for 40 
years by Ward 5 that the three 
sections of the Ward, Upper Falls, 
Waban and Newton Highlands 
shall each bo represented by a 
member of the Board. 

Flays Childs Administration 

Alderman Inches pointed out 
that every expenditure of money 
originates in the mayor’s office and 
that the finance committee of the 
Board, meeting at 7:15 before 
board meetings, receives from the 
city clerk a list of appropriations 
recommended by the mayor. Dur- 
ing the Childs administration, he 
stated, this was the first time the 
chairman of the committee had 
seen the list and that accompany- 
ing information was practically 
negligible. “Where was Mayor 
Childs? In the mayor’s office 
ready to attend to the city busi- 
ness? He was not. If we found 
him it did not help us much. We 
generally had to get hold of the 
city solicitor, at his suggestion, 
or the department head. Mayor 
Goddard, who I consider, has a 
marvelous grasp of difficult prob- 
lems, is right there in his office 
ready to confer with the commit- 
tee or answer any question that 
may come up,’’ he went on. 

Alderman Inches related how 
Mayor Childs had wished that he 
could persuade the committee to 
agree to the appointment of "his 
campaign manager and adviser,” 
Thomas W. Whit", as head of the 
combined engineering, water and 
street department. He added "af- 
ter all Newton is a city where we 
don’t have to have politicians in 
positions that should be held by 
an engineer.” 

The Ward 6 Alderman also criti- 
cized Childs’ presentation of the 
city budget. He said, “we asked 
every department head if Mr. 
Childs had reviewed the budget 
of that department with him. 
About half said ‘No’ and those 
that said ‘yes’ looked to me as 
though they were trying to save 
someone’s face or their own skin. 
The School Committee was asked 
the same question and the answer 
was ‘No.’ ” Continuing his criti- 
cism of the Childs’ administration 
Alderman Inches said that "never 
once to my knowledge did Mr. 
Childs submit the record of the 
man he wished to appoint, along 
with his name.” He related that 
once when the record had been ob- 
tained after considerable delay the 
data turned out to be falsa in sev- 
eral substantial and important par- 
ticulars. 

Referring to the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department as "probably the most 
lurid mess of mismanagement 
that has occurred in the eity of 
Newton,” he told how the com- 
mittee was informed something 
was wrong and a special commit- 
tee appointed to investigate. It 
took the* committee nine months, 
working one or more nights a 
week, to get started and two years 
to clean up the work. "The man 
who tipped us off about the con- 
duct of the Soldiers’ Relief De- 
partment and saved you $17,000, 
concealed a small amount of as- 
sets when making out his appli- 
cation for soldiers’ relief. The only 
one who went to jail was the one 
who showed us how the depart- 
ment was being run." 

Ward I Campaign 

Among interesting develop- 
ments of the municipal campaign 
is that for Ward Alderman in 
Ward 1. Ward Alderman Edward 
Fahey is a candidate for alder- 
man-at-large and Alderman-at- 
large Donald L. Gibbs is a i-undi- 
date for Ward Alderman. His op- 
ponent is former Ward Aid rman 
1 tnes 1\ Akins. Alderman Gibbs 
• ■as nominated to his position by 
Alderman-at-large John E. Bur- 
wi-e and Ward Alderman Fahey, 
to fill the vacancy cuused by the 
resignation of Major Richard I 
Lee. 


At the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday several 
| petitions for variances of the zon- 
ing ordinances were rejected. 
Foremost of those was that seek- 
ing to permit the former Towle 
estate on Franklin st., Newton to 
he cut up into six house lots. 

Originally the petition was pre- 
sented by Henley A. Brown to pro- 
vide for seven lots and when the 
number was reduced to six many 
persons in the neighborhood with- 
drew their objections. At the 
hearing on the matter several 
weeks ago State Representative 
Clarence C. Colby, representing 
nearby property owners, did not 
oppose the six-lot plan but urged 
I that Franklin st. be widened at 
, its intersection with Waverley ave. 

Alderman George E. Rawson of 
Ward 7, chairman of the Claims 
and Rules Committee stated that 
it was the unanimous opinion of 
the committee that the six-lot 
plan would not be “in keeping 
with the high grade residential 
aspects of the vicinity.” The six- 
lot plan would provide five lots 
meeting zoning requirements and 
one, on which an old house now 
stands, which would be smaller. 
Chairman Rawson added that it 
"would be a bad arrangement 
the owners should conform to the 
requirements.” Without changes 
of the ordinances five lots of re- 
quired measurement may be laid 
out. 

Convalescent Home 
The petition of Florence M. Ait- 
kens .seeking to establish a con- 
valescent home at 17-19 Pulsifor 
st., was also rejected. A public 
hearing was held on this matter 
last Wednesday night at which 
considerable opposition was pre- 
sented by abuttors and neighbors. 
The petitioner presented a state- 
ment signed by many Newton 
physicians endorsing the project 
and through her attorney, Thomas 
L. Ryan, stated that there would 
be no ambulances screaming up 
to it nor signs on it. 

The Aldermen also voted leave 
to withdraw on the petition of Ida 
J. Druker to permit the division 
of land at 35 Brackett rd. into two 
lots. Chairman Rawson informed 
the Board that other lots on the 
street had a frontage of from 75 
to 225. To grant the request for 
lots of 55 and 57 feet frontage, he 
added, would be to "let the tail 
wag the dog."

It Is Your Duty To Vote 

Next Tuesday voters of Newton will ex- 
press their preference for candidates to be 
elected to conduct the government of the 
city for the next two years. We are not as 
greatly concerned as to the outcome of the 
election as we are over the apparent lack of 
interest among Newton citizens in carrying 
out their duty to ballot. Indications in gen- 
eral point to a fairly light vote as to the 
matter of percentage, and no system of free 
government can long endure when installed 
by a minority. We trust that every register- 
ed voter will do his duty and ballot next 
Tuesday, despite the fact that there are but 
very few contested places upon the ballot. 

Chief interest in the election naturally 
centers around the renewal of the contest 
for the office of Mayor, between present 
Mayor Paul M. Goddard and former Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs. We supported and worked 
for the election of Mayor Goddard two years 
ago. We do the same this election. 

The facts upon the record are clear. And 
the campaign is being conducted upon a 
personal appeal by both candidates upon 
their respective records. Under a mandate 
of the people on referendum at the state elec- 
tion a year ago the two-platoon system was 
installed in the fire department. Agitation 
for its adoption by the city had long been 
before Mayor Childs and the Aldermen. 
Mayor Childs had indicated sentiment for 
the two platoon system but requested a 
greater number of additional men and a 
greater operating cost than the Aldermen 
would approve. When the voters insisted 
upon the two-platoon system Mayor Goddard 
and other city officials co-operated to evolve 
a plan which called for less than half of 
the men originally sought and at an operat- 
ing cost that was absorbed in the city ex- 
pense without increasing the tax rate. 

A similar situation existed with the day- 
off -in-six for the police department. In years 
past this privilege had been sought by the 
police force under Mayor Childs. The latter 
could not or did not see the way clear. 
Mayor Goddard again worked upon plans for 
improved conditions in the police depart- 


ment without too excessive a burden on the 
city. Other city employees found a co-opera- 
tive attitude upon the part of the Mayor in 
the establishment of a municipal credit union 
which in a few short months has shown its 
financial stability by raising the limit of 
loans and declaring a dividend. There has 
also been a partial reclassification of sal- 
aries of city hall employees in order to 
eliminate outstanding differences in pay for 
similar work. 

But one might say these things have 
benefited the city employee, but what about 
the average citizen. There is an even long- 
er record of achievement in the interests of 
the citizen and taxpayer. In the first place 
administrative costs have been reduced, de- 
spite the addition of increased services to an 
extent equal to more than $350,000 together 
with a reduction of about half a million dol- 
lars in the city’s net debt. All with the result 
of a successive reduction in the tax rate for 
the past two years of $1.00 in 1940 and $1.20 
in 1941. 

The introduction of a 30-mile speed limit 
has resulted in giving Newton first rank in 
accident prevention. Month after month 
Newton has stood high in the state and na- 
tion of cities in its population class. The 
Welfare Department has been organized 
during the past year into a department 
which is recognized by state and federal 
officials. Allotment of funds of the federal 
government for welfare work was endanger- 
ed by the continuation of the department 
under its former status. A Newton defense 
cquncil, made necessary by the ever-threat- 
ening nearness of war, has been established 
to work with the Newton Committee of 
Public Safety. And on the record goes. 
Whenever there has been a job to do Mayor 
Goddard has pitched in and tackled it. His 
administration has been a good one for the 
city of Newton. There is no question of it 
and no necessity or reason for a change. 
On Tuesday the voters will answer the 
question — “Newton’s problem is one of mak- 
ing good government better.” That will be 
done by Mayor Paul M. Goddard. 


The Ghosts and Goblins Are Stirring 


Tomorrow evening is Hallowe’en. That 
traditional evening of childish fun and mis- 
chief when ghosts and goblins run rampant 
through the back yards, front yards, over 
fences, rapping at the windows and cutting 
up, generally speaking. The Hallowe’en prob- 
lem has always been one of controlling the 
natural exuberance and mischievous impish- 
ness of youth at the point where normal 
ordinary fun ends and wanton, malicious de- 
struction of property begins. There is a hap- 
py medium. And the answer lies in parental 
control and supervision every bit as much as 
in every problem of child development. 

Some years ago the Boston police depart- 
ment arranged a Hallowe’en party for chil- 
dred, many of whom were without that 
parental check rein which is a vital neces- 
sity on Witches’ Eve, and the idea has spread 
until several thousands of youngsters have 
found their natural energies and enthusiasm 


turned from destruction and interference 
with personal property into an evening of 
wholesome activity and fun. 

The Newton Recreation department is to be 
congratulated upon its sponsorship of a sim- 
ilar idea in the Newtons. Tomorrow eve- 
ning in six of the localities of the city will 
be parties for youngsters from the first 
grade up through junior high school age. 
Incidentally at that age our youth have sup- 
posedly developed a greater sense of civic 
responsibility and we trust that this will be 
proved tomorrow in the main. The active co- 
operation of groups of citizens in various 
sections stamps the evening of fun as a 
community enterprise. Many parents and 
Newton residents will be grateful for the 
friendly and neighborly assumption of the 
details of the parties by these civic and 
parentally conscious persons.

Mayor Childs has a personal fol- 
lowing that normally votes on elec- 
tion day. In addition he has car- 
ried the designation, candidate for 
re-election, in every campaign but 
one. And the man in office has 
a natural advantage of many votes. 
When the voters are satisfied with 
an administration it is usually dif- 
ficult to change it. And Newton 
voters are satisfied for the most 
part with the Goddard adminis- 
tration of the past two years. 

Yet in that very satisfaction lies 
a partial explanation of the lack 
of interest. Many persons are 
apt to believe that because of 
the record of the present admin- 
istration it is in no danger of 
being altered. Accordingly a light 
vote next Tuesday will unques- 
tionably mean a close result in the 
final tabulation. And it is even 
possible that another recount is 
in the offing. 

On the other hand a large turn- 
out of voters will be in favor of 
Mayor Goddard and will improve 
his already excellent chances of 
re-election. Something better 
than a twenty-five to thirty per 
cent vote is indicated. The poly- 
scope sees a close election if the 
lower figure and a greater plural- 
ity for Mayor Goddard as the per- 
centage of votes cast increases.

Chief interest among the alder- 
manic contests lies in the Ward 
5 situation where Wendell R. 
Bauckman is coming along rapid- 
ly. Alderman Temperley, having 
served Ward 5 and the Upper 
Falls section for fourteen years 
is the second name on the bal- 
lot. Bauckman is the first name 
and the position carries some ad- 
vantage. Alderman Whitmore is 
the third name. The outcome is 
watched with interest as Bauck- 
man has a fair chance of winning 
one of the two positions along 
with Alderman Whitmore. Al- 
derman Temperley, however, will 
be in the contest and the result 
may not be determined until the 
final block of votes is counted. 


There is every indication that 
both the Ward 6 Aldermen-at-large 
will be re-elected. Aldermen Hen- 
derson Inches and Joseph B. Jam- 
ieson have little to fear from 
their opponents. In previous city 
elections the two candidates, Gi- 
ovanni Amiciangioli and I Ians 
Lundstrom, have received but 
scattered support from Newton 
voters. 

The Ward 1 contest between Al- 
derman Donald L. Gibbs and for- 
mer Alderman James P. Akins is 
another interesting situation. Al- 
derman John E. Barwise and pres- 
ent Ward Alderman Edward A. 
Fahey were instrumental in the 
selection of Alderman Gibbs to 
fill the vacancy caused by the 
entry of Major Richards H Lee 
into Army service. Alderman 
Gibbs and Alderman Fahey are 
now "swapping" seats. Alderman 
Gibbs will win if there is an in- 
creased interest in the election in 
Ward 1. 

In Ward 2 the present Ward 
Alderman Rodney C. Eaton should 
have little difficulty with his oppo- 
nent, Ernest R. Sullivan. In Ward 
6 a similar situation exists where 
the present Ward Alderman Car- 
rol J. Hoffman is opposed by 
Ernest R. Dietz. The latter has 
a large acquaintance and friend- 
ship in his home ward but wheth- 
er it is sufficient to defeat the 
sitting member is doubtful in an 
attempted accurate analysis of the 
political situation here.

FROM PERSONAL 
EXPERIENCE 

Newton Graphic, 

To the Editor: 

In 1932, 1934, 1936 and 1939 
the citizens of Newton gave me 
substantial votes of confidence by 
election to the Board of Aider- 
men. During the past four years 
as chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee I endeavored to keep the 
public informed most fully on 
the financial aspect of our city 
government. In the years 1938 
and 1939, I repeatedly pointed out 
executive practices in budget 
and departmental administration 
which the aldermen were help- 
less to correct. 

In 1940 and 1941, until my res- 
ignation in May, it was my happy 
privilege to endorse repeatedly the 
correction of the ills. Facts and 
figures were dealt with. If illogi- 
cal or inspired by bias they could 
easily have been disproved. Not 
a single one has ever been chal- 
lenged. Lest this sound like a cam- 
paign speech for my re-eledtion let 
me say I am not to be on the bal- 
lot. 4 

It is my firm conviction that 
those who have been entrusted 
with responsibility by the citizens, 
should report their findings, and 
make such recommendations as 
their experience prompts. Under 
Mayor Goddard the city operates 
under a balanced budget. Con- 
tingency funds provide for "after 
the budget” appropriations thus 
excluding such expenditures from 
the following year’s levy. Effi- 
cient and business-like adminis- 
tration has made economy possi- 
ble, without sacrifice of services or 
unfairness to employees. Equita- 
ble salary adjustments have been 
made which have produced con- 
tentment, bettered morale, and 
hold out incentives for future rec- 
ognition. A true spirit of cooper- 
ation exists in all departments. All 
of this and much more have been 
accomplished in two years, and 
the tax-rate has been reduced by 
$2.20. Put another way, it means 
the city is being operated $360,- 
000 per year more economically 
than in 1938 and 1939. 

Besides the mayoralty, there is 
only one other contest of real city- 
wide importance. In Ward Five 
two most excellent men are seek- 
ing election and re-election in a 
three-way campaign. Howard 
Whitmore, Jr., was appointed to 


the Board in June to complete my 
unexpired term. He has barely 
been initiated, but in those few 
months has proved his worth. 
Wendell R. Bauckman merits elec- 
tion as the representative of the 
large Oak Hill section. Each is 
thirty-six years old. We who are 
much older and have had the hon- 
or for eight and a half years, and 
fourteen years respectively should 
gladly retire and give others the 
honor and privilege of serving 
Newton. I have already stepped 
aside. One of these two men will 
certainly be elected. I hope they 
both will be. As you may have 
rend between the lines I hope Paul 
M. Goddard will be deservedly re- 
turned as Mayor.

Orange And Black Below 
Par In First Night 
Game Before 15,000 

A smart, well-drilled Lynn 
Classical High School team, out- 
standing contender for state c’am- 
pionship football honors, rode to 
a 20-0 victory over the previous- 
ly undefeated Newton High eleven 
last Friday night under the lights 
of Manning Bowl, Lynn. It was 
Newton’s first venture at night 
football and though the lights did 
not prove a handicap it was ap- 
parent that the orange and black 
did not measure up to its poten- 
tialities, nor to the standard of 
play shown in the Everett game 
the week previous. Neither was 
it the loss of the services of two 
regulars, Guy Munroe at halfback 
and Larry Tempesta at right end. 
Substitutes Alden Haffermehl and 
Dick Hay carried their share of 
the burden. 

The answer lay in the perfec- 
tion of the Lynn team, possessed 
of a fast-charging line and a daz- 
zling set of backs, led by Boley 
Dancewicz, considered by many 
as the peer of schoolboy backs. 
His ability and uncanny accuracy 
as a forward passer was akin to 
his running with the ball. Re- 
peatedly he would sweep the New- 
ton end for goodly gains, aided by 
superb interference. His mates 
in the Lynn backfield, Tom Cost- 
ley, Ray McNulty and Ernie Sav- 
ory drove through the line to find 
holes which the Lynn forwards 
had made. To the more than 15,- 
000 persons in the bowl it was ap- 
parent which was the better team 
on Friday night. It cannot be 
said that Newton did not threat- 
en. Gordon Hobson, Charlie 
French, Haffermehl, George Sal- 
mon, George Norcross and others 
in the McDowell coached backfield 
gave their all, with little avail. 

In the line Dick Lowry at cen- 
tre; Ken McCarthy, Dick Boulter 
and Frank Brock at guards; Bill 
Healey and Bill Kalousdian the 
tackles, and Lennie Morrisey and 
Dick Hay on the wings played 
themselves out in a vain attempt 
to stem the tide. And it was no 
little tribute to learn that after 
the game Coach Joyce of Lynn 
stated that he would swap any 
three of his backs (presumably 
not including Dancewicz) for 
Charley French. Lynn’s superi- 
ority is found in statistics of the 
game which gave them thirteen 
first downs to four for Newton. 
Their passes, due to Dancewicz’ 
ease in spotting uncovered receiv- 
ers, were frequently completed 
while Newton’s tosses, hurried by 
the pressing Lynn forwards, sel- 
dom clicked. For the most part, 
however, Newton’s kicking was 
superior with Hobson, save on a 
few occasions, putting Lynn back 
deep in their own territory. 

The Game 

Lynn took to the air early in 
the first period with Haffermehl 
intercepting two passes and Hob- 
son another to stem any threat. 
With Lynn spilling the Newton at- 
tack the orange and black soon 
had to relinquish possession of the 
ball each time by punting. 

In the second period Lynn, real- 
ly got going. Charley French 
halted the first threat on the New- 
ton 15 yard line by recovering a 
Lynn fumble. Savory put the 
home team back on Newton’s 
doorstep with a 20-yard runback 
of a Hobson punt to the Newton 
36. Costley and Dancewicz gained 
23 yards in two rushes, sweeping 
the Newton ends behind spectacu- 
lar blocking to make it first 
down on the Newton 13. Bob 
McNulty raced to the corner of 
the field for the first touchdown 
on a fast breaking end sweep. 

Tiie second tally ended a 50- 
yard march which began near 
midfield after a short Hobson 
punt. Savory and Dancewicz made 
it first down on the 30-yard stripe 
and two more rushes by McNulty 
and Dancewicz planted the pigskin 
on the 17. Two forward passes 
were batted down by Newton de- 
fenders but a third found the 
arms of Bob Mikzenas for anoth- 
er first down on the 5-yard line. 
Costly swept the end for the sec- 
ond touchdown. Simiarowsky 
again converted. 

Newton Third Period 

Newton had somewhat of an 
edge in the third period after the 
rest between the halves. Holding 
twice to take the ball on downs 
and gaining considerable ground 
on punt exchanges Newton pene- 
trated into enemy territory. Un- 
fortunate yet excusable fumbles 
by French on two occasions halt- 
ed Newton's threat as the Lynn 
tacklers were smacking down the 
Newton ball carriers with aban- 
don.

Each of the Round Tables held 
by chairmen of the Standing Com- 
mittees were well attended, and 
many helpful suggestions given for 
work during the coming year. 
One of these was that of Art 
chairmen who gathered to hear 
the state chairman, Mrs. Clifford 
C. Hubbard, who explained how 
Art might become a real asset in 
a national emergency. Poster con- 
tests was one of the ways Art 
committees might work. She was 
the guest of Mrs. John McAuliffe, 
Newton chairman of Art. 

For International Relations, 
Mrs. Max Uhlin, state chairman, 
told of the importance of studying 
public affairs, and upholding the 
foreign policy adopted by the gov- 
ernment, that the nation might be 
a united one. 

The work for Disabled War Vet- 
erans was presented by Mrs. Guy 
Holbrook, for the chairmen under 
Miss Nellie M. Osborne.
